fifteenth decennial census, the tak- 
ing of which begins tomorrow. 


A reapportionment of representa- 


tion in conformity with the growth 
and shifting of the nation's popula- 
tion will be made for the first time 
in 20 years and will become effec- 
tive with the congress elected 
in 


1932. 


Under the terms of the reappor- 


tionment bill passed last year, the 
census 
bureau estimates that 17 


widely scattered states will lose an 
aggregate of 23 members 
of the 


house and that 11 states will gain 
by the same number. 
It is expected that the representa- 


tion of the larger cities will be in- 
creased, and since these are usually 
regarded as oposed to prohibition a 
careful watch is being kept for the 
effect of the reapportionment upon 
the liquor issue. 


In the bitter contest that preceded 


the/passage of the reapportionment 
bill by the house, 
members from 


metropolitan areas charged that rep- 
resentatives .of rural districts were 
attempting to defeat the measure in 
an effort to prevent an increase in 
the size of the house wet bloc. The 
wets hailed the passage of the bill 
as a victory.

Supreme Court D e c i d e s 


Against Mularkey Appeal 
from Conviction 


Madison—W)—A revolver resting 


in an automobile within the reach of 
an occupant but hidden 'from ordin- 
ary observation constitutes a con- 
cealed weapon, the 
state 
supreme 


court ruled today. 


By the ruling Gladwin Mularkey, 


member of a gang which terrorized 
central Wisconsin, 
will remain in 


prison. 


Mularkey appealed from his con- 


viction in Circuit Judge Clayton F 
Van Pelt's court, Marquette-co, on a 
writ of error to review judgment 
He was found guilty of carrying a 
concealed and dangerous weapon. 


The appeal was on the ground that 


:he state had failed to show that 
the revolver Mularkey carried on the 
ihelf behind the seat of his car was 
;oncealed or loaded or that it was 
used to strike or to be pointed at 
anyone with a threat indicating an 
intention to shoot. 


The supreme court held that it 


was not incumbent upon the state 


show this and therefore affirmecl 


Lho judgment of the circuit court 
The court admitted that thero was 
no proof to show that the revolver 
was loaded but said 
the 
evidence 


showed that the revolver wag not 
visible from the front of the car and 
was not obser\'cd by witnesses unti' 
taken from the automobile. 


''The driver of an automobile goes 


armed, within the meaning of the 
law when he has a dangerous weap- 
on within reach on the shelf in back 
of his scat," the opinion road. "If 
the '.reapon is hidden from ordinary 
observation, it is concealed. Absolute 
invisibility to other persons is not 
indispensable to concealment."

Says 3,700,000 W a g e 
Earners Were Out of Work 


During 30-day Period 


Washington—OP)— William Green, 


president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, estimated today before 
a senate committee that 3,700,000 
wage earners were out of work, in 
February, losing over 5400,000,000 in 
pay envelopes. 


Green was the first witness today 


as the senate commerce- committee 
returned to its study of unemploy- 
ment conditions, testifying in favor 
of the "Wagner proposal to set up 
machinery for long time planning of 
public works. 


The Wagner plan would create a 


commission to study public work con- 
struction. This commission would be 
given a $150,000,000 appropriation. 


Further, provisions would be made 


for the collection of unemployment 
information and for the creation of 
a federal employment agency. 


Green said in the first three months 


of this year "those out of work lost 
well nigh $1,000,00,000." He explain- 
ed that this estimate' on losses was 
based on the theory that the men 
standing idle might have 
created 


more than $1,000,000,000 worth of 
wealth.

''The country as a, whole, as well 


as the men -themselves, is ttiat much 
poorer because these wage earners 
work," Green asserted. 


This much wealth, he said, "would

ALL FOOLS' DAY 
1. 1564. Anril .Fools' Day or All- 


Fools' Day, a day now almost universally ob- 
served 
for 
the playing of practical jokes on 


friends and .sending them on fools' errands, was 
believed to have originated in France. 
' France, which had celebrated the New Year on 
March 25. used to end its merrymaking on April 
1, when it was the custom to pay visits and ex- 
change cifts. But when the reformed calendar 
was adopted in 156-1, and the New Year's Day 
was carried back to January 1, only pretended 
gifts and mock ceremonial visits were made on 
April 1, with a view oC ma.kiii2 fools of those 
who had forgotten the change of date.

Cyrus S. Eaton of Cleveland, with 
$350,000,000 in assets and an annual 
sales volume of $250,000,000.

At present this battle is centering 


around possession of the

town Sheet and Tube company.

demand might develop. The feature 
of the entire trade during the year 
was the demand for stones of good 
quality, even in the small stones 
which are sold not separately but in 
lots known as melee.

America absorbed SO per cent of 


the entire sales. The per capita in- 
come of the inhabitants of the United 
States has more than doubled since 
1909 
and no small portion of this 


money has gone into diamonds since 
they have become a recognized torm 
of investment. 


The condition of the diamond mar- 


ket reflects to no small degree the 
fact that tho marketing oC the stones 
is under the complete control of the 
diamond syndicate, which is dominat- 
ed by British capital, although there 
is American participation through 
the 
Anglo-American 
corporation. 


Through the contracts which the 
syndicate has with, produceis, the 
markets are not overloaded 
with 


fctones at any time and production is 
adjusted adequately to demand. 


The placing of uncut diamonds on 


the free list in the tariff bill now 
under discussion v\ill bring addition 
al advantages to tlic American trade 
Until now tho tariff on rough stones 
has prevented the growth of the cut- 
ting industry in Ameuca, and Hol- 
land and Belgium have bcrn supply- 
ing about 90 per cent oC the cut dia- 
monds to the United States. 


The per carat value of cut etone= 


in the 1-st five years has liscn from 
$91.42 to $100.07. The record fetone 
found in the year weighed 282 carats 
and was discoveied at Bad Hope, 
Barkly West district, South Afiica 
Several over 100 carats were found 
during the year.

TO SALARY BILL 


Study, Not Influence, Made 


Him Change Mind, He De- 
clares 


(Post-Crescent Washington Bureau) 


Washington—Still charging that a 


tremendous amount of influence had 
been brought to bear upon him by 
prominent cituens of 
Milwaukee, 


instigated by the Coast Guaid, in an 
effort to make him withdraw his op- 
position to a bill pioviding for an 
increase in the Coast Guaid Com- 
mandant's 
salary, 
Representative 


William H. Safford of 
Milwaukee, 


nevertheless withdrew his opposition 
and allowed the bill to pass 


Ho asserted that the withdrawal 


was not due to "influence," but to 
further study of the bill. 


The bill was a minor one provid- 


ing an increase- in Hear Admiral 
Frederick C. Billard's salary making 
it equal to those received by chiefs 
of the bureaus cf the Navy Depart- 
ment. Such an increase would raise 
the Commandant's salary from its 
present $7,500 to 
$9,700. It 
also 


specifys 
that 
the Commandant's 


rank shall equal that of the bureau 
chiefs. 


Representative 
Stafford 
blocked 


the passage of the bill the first time 
it came before the House under the 
unanimous consent 
rule. His re- 


marks, charging under influence, 


made when th« bill was called up for 
the second time, follow: 


"Air. Speaker, when this bill was 


called up on the Consent Calendar 
I objected to It. I have given fur- 
ther consideration to the measure. I 
did not" intend to object to It if the 
bill had been reached again on the 
Consent Calendar, not because of 
the tremendous influence which has 
been brought to bear by the Coast 
Guard Service to have me recede 
from my position. 


They have importuned influential 


business men of my city to have 
them ask me to withdraw my op- 
position to the bill. 
The 
tactics 


which have been indulged in by the 
Coast Guard Service show the ex- 
treme to which they will go in try- 
ing to have a man recede from an 
honest opinion In opposition to the 
passage of a bill. 


"You would think that the Coast 


Guard Service would not go to the 
extent of importuning the president 
of the leading bank in my city, the 
president of the largest manufactur- 
ing establishment, and men identi- 
fied prominently with the civic and 
industrial life* there to have them 
come to me and ask me to recede in 
my position to this more or les& 
minor bill.
